Many persons, in- 
cluding some senators, wished it 
s0 mightily they believed he 
could do it. They so persuaded 
the secretary of state and, pre- 
sumably the President, because 
soon after the inauguration in 
1953 the headlines declared ‘'Chi- 
ang Unleashed.”’ 


No Aggression 


But at about the same time, 
we threw the Seventh Feet in 
there to prevent any attack on 
Chiang. And we also informed 
the world at large that the Unit- 
ed States would not be a party 
to any aggression. 


Now, everyone knew that 
Chiang Kai-shek could not mount 
an invasion. He did not have 
enough men, landing craft, and 
support ships. Most of all, he 
did not have enough aircraft to 
give him control of the skies. 
To offset the many land-based 


Chinese craft he would have | 


needed an air force as large as 
that of the United States. 

Had he, in fact, been granted 
all this he could not have sup- 
plied such an invasion from For- 
mosa. A line of U.S. ships from 
San Francisco and Hawaii would 
have been required. They would 
have needed convoy ships and 
submarines—as well as anti- 
submarine craft. 

An attack by Chiang would 
haye called forth all the U.S. 
fleet and air force and would 
_ have put a terrific strain on our 
economy as well. 

Atomic attacks on the Chinese 
Red opastal air bases would 
have been the only possible 
method of wiping them out. 

We were not prepared to do all 
this. We are not now so willing. 

Yet, despite its impossibility, 
a lot of our people practiced so 
hard they were able to believe 
it. 


Chiang Support 

Sen. William Knowland, called 
“the Senator from Formose,’’ be- 
cause of his intense support of 
Chiang, is one of those who prac- 
ticed the hardest. He is perhaps 
the most shaken by the full impli- 
cations of the Formosa riots. 

The second impossible thing, 
which we practiced hard enough 
to believe, was that if We pre- 
vented the Reds from taking For- 
mosa, and didn’t support Chiang 
in aggression against them, 
Formosa would somehow pas- 
sively and meaninglessly float 
between earth and sky. 

The riots may have shaken us 
out of that belief in an impos- 
sibility. Time will tell. 

One of these days we are go- 
ing to have to make up our 
minds about Red China and nego- 
tiations with her. She is a na- 
tion of 600,000,000 persons. We 
may decide to have nothing at 
all to do with her—to act as if 
there were no such power in the 
world. 

But other nations are not go- 
ing to do this. In Paris some 14 
nations have been discussing Chi- 
nese trade. At this conference the 
British eased their trade re 
strictions. Some of our own con- 
gressmen are moving cautiously 
in this direction. 

The market in Red China is 
the greatest in the world, It 
will attract continued trade and 
commercial negotiations.

NEW YORK, June 4 (P—Heavy 
cigaret smoking speeds death 
seven, to eight years before your 
time, a cancer researcher esti- 
mated today. Dr. Daniel Horn 
made this ‘rough guess’ on the 
basis of statistics from a massive 
human study just concluded by 
American Cancer Society. 

The study declared: regular cig- 
aret smokers die from lung can- 
cer 10 times more frequently than 
nonsmokers. 


“PROVES” LINK 


Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond, who 
directed the study with Dr. Horn, 
declared he believes the study and 
other evidence “proves smoking 
is the cause of lung cancer, but, 
not the only way you can get it.” 


greater risk of fatal coronary) 
heart disease than nonsmokers, 
the study finds. Coronaries are 
the nation’s leading killer. 

“Evidence is strong that coro- 
nary disease is highly related to! 
'smoking,” but just how or why 
is not yet known, Dr. Hammond) 
commented. 
QUITTING HELPS 

Smoking seems definitely to cut 
the life span. The more cigarets' 
smoked, the earlier death came 
to smokers compared with non-| 
smokers studied. 

Quitting cigarets reduces this, 
risk. 

These are the highlight findings 
from a four-year study of 188,000 


states. Fifty-seven per cent 
smoked or had smalag _cigarets. 
In the four years ending Novem- 
ber 1955, 11,870 men died.

Budget Rise Money Isn’t Only Reward, 


Is Predicted 


No 1957 Tax Cut, 
Economists Say 


WASHINGTON, June 4 — A 
group of economists told Con-| 
gress today federal spending 
seems headed upward for the next 
five years, 

They said, however, plans 
should be made for a tax cut as 
soon as the national situation per- 
mits. 

The economist panel appeared 
before a Senate-House subcommit- 
tee studying the economic out- 
look. 

One member, Dr. Gerhard Colm 
chief economist for the National 
Planning Assn., said next year’s 
budget may well hit $75,300,000,000 
—or 3’, billions more than the 
one President Eisenhower submit- 
ted for the fiscal year starting 
July 1. 

This was unhappy news to law- 
makers who have voiced hopes 
that this year’s economy wave 
will have some whittling effect on 
the budget Eisenhower will send 
to Congress next January. 

As to the budget now before 
Congress, Colm estimated spend- 
ing in 1957-1958 would be $72,800,- 
000,000, a billion more than the 
President's figure. This is in line 
with recent estimates made inde- 
pendently by congressional staff 
experts. 


ABOUT THE SAME 


No member of the panel dis- 
‘agreed with Colm. Edwin B.' 
George, director of the economics 
department of Dun & Bradstreet, 
said his own calculations for the 
fiscal 1958 increase were about 
the same. 

Colm predicted a budget sur- 
plus of a pillion dollars for fiscal 
1958, as against Eisenhower's $1.- 
800,000,000 estimate. Colm figured 
a 1'g billion surplus in 1959. 

However, the economist said 
fiscal 1958 spending would jump 
to 73's billion if Congress did not 
increase postal rates by about 700 
millions annually. This would al- 
most wipe out the surplus he pre- 
dicted for the year. 

Defense spending was cited by 
the witnesses as the principal rea- 
son for steadily increasing spend- 
Ing. 


NO TAX CUT 
The panel members, when 
polled by Rep. Mills «(D-Ark), sub- 


committee chairman, agreed a tax 
cut of even one to two billions ef- 
fective next Jan. 1 would be pre- 
i mature. 

John D, Clark, an original mem- 
ber of the White House Council of 
Economic Advisers, questioned 
Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey’s criticism of the long-range 
effects of high spending and taxes. 
| ‘One must wonder how the very 
‘intelligent secretary of the Treas- 
lury was led to his impetuous and 
‘colorful outburst about a_hair- 
curling depression if we maintain 
'taxes at the present level,” said 
Clark, 

“The evidence is to the con- 
trary. We may have a depression, 
but if one comes, it is far more 
likely to be caused by the mone- 
tary policy which the secretary 
supports than by high taxes.’’ 

This was a reference to the 
‘Treasury's interest rate policy.

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Cities Have To Pay 
For Better Police 


“A policeman’s lot is not a happy one,” 
wrote Sir William Gilbert in one of the 
better-known of the Gilbert and Sullivan 
operas. And nowhere does it seem to be. 


Following FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver’s statement that the police forces of 
the nation are undermanned and under- 
paid while crime increases, comes now the 
annual report by the City of New York. 

Police Commissioner Stephen P. Ken- 
nedy’s report to Mayor Robert Wagner 
is summed up by one sentence. 

“We have been just about able to hold 
the line against crime in this city,” he 
said “. . . and holding the line is not 
enough.” 

New York's statistics fit those of the 
national pattern. Arrests of youth under 
21 are increasing. Most somber are the sta- 
tistics that arrests of those under 16 in- 
creased 32.5 per cent. Since 1948 they are 
up 129 per cent. | 

New York City reports, too, “dis- 
heartening” responses to efforts at re- 
cruitment of well-qualified applicants.” 

The answer for New York is that for 
all cities... . “If we want better police 
protection we must pay for them.” 

Atlanta is moving toward a survey- 
That is a good idea from several view- 
points, as we commented Monday morning 
concerning Alderman Gilliam’s suggestion 
for such action. 

One of the contributing factors to At- 
lanta’s police dilemma has been the dif- 
ficulty of attracting enough well-qualified 
recruits. Atlanta’s problem is New York's 
—in miniature. 

The survey, by an independent agency, 
will present the needs to the people in a 
nonpolitical atmosphere. This will con- 
tribute to marshaling opinion behind the 
findings which, without question, will call 
for larger expenditures for a large city 
population. That this also will buy su- 
perior training and more efficient func- 
tioning of the department is understood. 
A survey will not, of course, buy morality. 
But it will buy a climate of reorganiza- 
tion and confidence. 

There seems to be no logical reason to 
oppose the survey and it is gratifying no 
serious roadblock has been erected.

Somehow it made us feel good and 
happy about America to see the picture 
of John L. Lewis’ rugged face, set in lines 
of self-conscious rigidity, peering from 
beneath one of those mortarboard caps 
such as the sweet girl graduates and 
young men wear on Commencement Day. 

The University of West Virginia gave 
“Old John” an honorary degree, his first. 
That it should come from the state which 
was for so many years a battleground be- 
tween his coal miners and the mine own- 
ers is a tribute to West Virginia and, for 
that matter, to the nation. 

No workers were ever more exploited 
than the coal miners of bygone years, 
unless it was the children in cotton mills 
before the child labor laws. The story of 
those years is one of the blots on our 
history. John L. Lewis made a lot of 
errors. One of them was admitting Com- 
munists into the CIO. He thought he 
could use them ... a mistake in judg- 
ment which brought great harm before 
we learned the real nature of commu- 
nism. It took the CIO many hard years 
to root them out of the unions into which 
they infiltrated. In fact, the victory has 
but recently been won. 

Anyhow, now it is Dr. John L. Lewis, 
LL.D. 

And as “Old John” himself said, be- 
fore receiving the honor, “Maybe they 
are giving it to me because it is the only 
coal mining state in which I haven't been 
in jail.”

There Should Be Limit 
To Future Atomic Tests 


There is no need for Atlantans to be 
jittery over the fact the soil in our area 
shows a greater amount of radioactive 
fallout than Dixie cities south of us. 

The soil test here showed 18 milli- 
curies of dangerous Strontium-90 per 
square mile. The maximum permissible 
without danger is some 3,000 millicuries. 

A “curie,” incidentally, is a unit of 
measure of radioactive material and a 
“millicurie” is one-thousandth of a curie. 
This technical phrasing is meaningful 
only for physicists. What is meaningful 
for all of us is that we be aware of the 
problem and approach it in a common- 
sense manner. Hysteria is not required. 

Our government is concerned. Tests 
are needed. But tremendous world opin- 
ion is being aroused against the tests. 
This is quite understandable. The air and 
earth are being poisoned and that it has 
not yet-reached the danger stage is help- 
ful to know but does not quiet our fears. 

Russia, with her vast expanse of Si- 
beria, can go right on testing—and pro- 
testing ours. : 

All this makes Adlai Stevenson look 
more and more the prophet. He urged 
international agreements to end such tests 
and was repudiated largely because the 
administration “pooh-poohed” him. With- 
out doubt the White House now wishes it 
could withdraw that “pooh-pooh.” 

We cannot allow hysteria to endanger 
our security. But neither can we afford 
too many more tests.

FARMERS REBELLED 


But it was in the turbulent era 
of the agrarian revolt in the lat- 


ter part of the last century that 


the district carved its nithe in- 
Georgia history and won the nick- 
name of the ‘‘hloody seventh.” 

And bloody it was. In 1874, the 
hard-hit farmers of the district 
rebelled against the powerful 
“Bourbon’'-controlled Democratic 
Party and sent an independent. 
Dr. William H. Felton of Carters- 
ville, to Congress. 

With the help of his politically 
astute wife, who much later he- 
came the first woman member 
of the U.S. Senate, Dr. Felton 
held his seat six years before the 
Democrats could oust him.

- Woman’s Untrimmed Nails} 
Bring Pain in Unusual Case 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


Drs. Charles W. Gray and Wil- 
liam B. Dean, of Iowa City, re- 
ported a remarkable case of a 


middle-aged woman with long 
toenails. She was a_ diabetic 
who did not follow her diet or 
care about her condition. She ate 
too little and smoked and drank 
too much. The woman lost 75 
pounds before she entered the 
hospital and complained of weak- 
ness, less of appetite, and leg 
pain. 


Her elongated thickened foe- 
nails protruded 1'; inches and 
were curved to conform to the 
shape of her shoes. This was 
her story: Her father had 
trimmed her toenails until his 
death. That was 12 years be- 
fore and—because of grief, 
igporance, or whimsy — she 
never had cut her own nails, 
which grew until they broke 
off spontaneously. 


From England comes a story 
of an unusual occupational dis- 
e4se among barbers who cut 
men's hair. The sharp, stiff, 
bfistly short hairs penetrate the 
folds of the skin between the 
barber's fingers. The hair fest- 
ers like a sliver and the lesion 
will not heal until the bristle is 
removed. 


Dr. Michael C, Oldfield of the) 
General Infirmary, Leeds, wrote | 
of a barber who developed a 
painful, swollen, and red area 
between the left index and mid- 
die fingers. His wife noticed a 
*‘bunch of hair sticking into the 
flesh,’ which she pulled out with 
a tweezer. One of the hairs had 
burrowed deeply into the palm 
and the ensuing irritation creat- 
eda tract or sinus which had 
to be removed surgically before 
healing occurred. 


Dr. Oldfield says the skin 
creases of the hands and the 
webs of the fingers in barbers 
are softened by frequent han- 
@ing of hair oils and lotions, 
which accumulate between the 
fingers. Short pieces of hair 
stick to the area, and sooner 
of later some of the bristles 
penetrate the skin.

Georgian’s 


Of GFWC

ASHEVILLE, N.C., June 4 — 
Georgia's Jekyll Isiand has 
caught the attention of women 
from the 48 states, Canada, 
Argentina, Brazil and numerous 
foreign countries. 

Attention was focused on the 
state-owned island Tuesday 
during a session of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs 
convention here, when Mrs. 
Mamie K. Taylor, Atlanta, 
president of the Georgia fed- 
eration, reported on the activi- 
ties of her organization. 

Mrs. Taylor's remarks about 
Jekyll met with enthusiasm 
among some 4,000 delegates, 
who praised the Georgia fed- 

ration’s proposed plan to es- 
tablish an education and cul- 
tural center on the island. 


“We are working with the 
Jekvll Island Authority and 
with the university staff to 


establish such a center,’ Mrs. 
Taylor reported. 
FEDERATION'S PLAN 

“The authority has delegated 
to the Georgia federation the 
responsibility of presenting & 
plan of development,’’ she 
added 

Mrs. Taylor announced that a 

mmi representing the 
University System and the 
Georgia federation will soon 
visit Jekyll to determine how 
the facilities can be utilized to 
best advantage. 

“Georgians know,” she de- 
clared, ‘“‘we have the finest 
state in the union, and we want 
to share our assets with tour- 
ists. 

‘An educational and cultural 
center on Jekyll Island will 
do it.”’ 

Mrs. Tavlor told delegates the 
Georgia federation has partick 
pated in a project to establish 
scholarships for teachers and 
nurses: awarded ‘six scholar- 
ships to the University of Geor- 
gia art school for youths, adopt- 
ed a legislative program to es 
tablish juvenile detention homes 
in each district and to ‘“‘improve 
the prison setup in Georgia.”’ 

Georgians have been asked to 
‘assume their fair share of the 
blame for the situation of juve 
nile delinquency and assume 
their responsibility for finding a 
remedy.” 

RESOLUTE. STAND 

The Georgia federation is de 
termined to “‘use its every effort 
in cooperation with groups and 
individuals of similar mind and 
determination to reach a solu 
tion through education, law en 
forcement and means of prevent- 
ing and controlling this prob- 
lem.” 

Mrs. Taylor reported that 
months of exhaustive research 
has gone into her organization's 
study of Georgia's mental health 
picture as a part of a concen- 
trated campaign “to improve 
the situation.”” The state fed- 
eration is working toward legis- 
lation to amend commitment 
laws ‘‘whereby persons showing 
indications of mental illness may 
be admitted to a public or pri- 
vate hospital for a 10-day ob- 
servation period’ and toward 
providing some place “other 
than jail for safekeeping’’ of the 
mentally ill. 

The Atlantan reported on the 
three successful leadership clin- 
ics sponsored by the Georgia 
federation: the leadership insti- 
tute, club institute, and freedom 
institute, which will be spon 
sored again this year. 

Of 10 resolutions to be pre 
sented to delegates Wednesday 
and Thursday, several are of 
particular interest to Geor- 
gians. Among them is one on 
poultry inspection, calling upon 
Congress to enact legislation 
requiring that poultry placed 
on sale and ‘‘intended for hu- 
man consumption" he inspect- 
ed by the Meat Inspection Di- 
vision of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, under the same 
conditions as in the case of 
meat and meat products. 

Other resolutions pertain to

maintenance of strong U.S. 
military forces; giving recog- 
nition to the teaching profes- 
sion by the establishment of a 
national Teachers’ Day;  re- 
strictive action in student mu- 
sical activities; prison reform; 
limitation of national cam- 
paign expenditures, and the 
naming of Dec. 7, the anniver- 
sary of Pearl Harbor, as Pre- 
paredness Day. 

But a ‘‘sleeper’’ resolution is 
the object of the convention's 
biggest fight: Free television. 

In the resolution, the general 
federation ‘‘declares its support 
of free, as opposed to paid, 
television service and ex- 
presses its conviction that no 
charge, direct or indirect from 
any source whatsoever, should 
be imposed on the general pub- 
lic for the privilege of viewing 
television on sets located in 
the home.’”’ 

The resolution urges ‘‘enact- 
ment of legislation by the Con- 
gress of the United States, 
which will declare unlawful 
the transmission of television 
programs in any manner which 
prevents home reception free 
of charge.”’ 

The resolution looms as the 
key point for the only battle 
of the convention, with a sur 
prising number of delegates, 
including some from Georgia, 


vehemently opposing the reso- 
lution. It has brought about 
the most violent verbal fight of 
the convention, with delegates 
‘for’ and “‘against’’ gathering 
between sessions to sound off 
their opinions. 

At an early breakfast Tues- 
dav, delegates heard some 
‘‘pros’’ and ‘‘cons'’ from Ted 
Leitzell, director of public rela- 
tions, Zenith Radio Corp., and 
Richard Salant, vice president, 
Columbia Broadcasting Sys 
tem. 


Mrs. R. I. C. Prout, general 
federation president, refused to 
comment on her personal stand 
on the question. However, she 
did admit there are numerous 
persons here who will keep the 
fur flying. 

Mrs. Taylor will poll the 
Georgia delegation on the reso- 
tion sometime before voting be- 
gins Wednesday. 

Mrs. Taylor, too, refrained 


from making a statement on 
her personal stand until after 
Georgia delegates are polled. 

The controversial element of 
the resolution sneaked up on 
the convention, bringing about 
more interest and argument 
than was anticipated. What 
was first seen as a routine reso- 
lution now looms as the battle 
point of the convention.

NEW ORLEANS, June 4 W—Attendance at Southern Asso- 
ciation baseball games dropped only 3% per cent or 12.594 
during the first 190 games played through May 30, president 
Charlie Hurth announced today. 


Total attendance this vear for the period was 321.913 
against 334,507 for the same number of games last year, 
Hurth said. 

Atlanta, Chattanooga, Little Rock and Nashville showed 


gains this year, with Atlanta providing the largest increase, 
9.557, while Birmingham, Memphis, Mobile and New Orleans 
attendance was off compared with last year. 

Birmingham with a decrease of 15,332. showed the largest 
decrease under 1956, while New Orleans’ loss of 2.804 was the 
smallest drop. 

Atlanta had an average attendance of 3,038, Birmingham 
1.857, Chattanooga 1.633. Little Rock 1,441, Memphis 1,727, 
Mobile 1,060, Nashville 1,846, and New Orleans 1,175.
